Between 1821 and 1825, the painter Alexandre-Jean 
Dubois-Drahonet was a regular visitor of the Netherlands. 
In 1823 he participated in the Salon of Ghent with six 
paintings, including N? 202 - 'Une octogénaire conduit ses 
petits enfants pour offrir des fleurs à la Sainte-Vierge, demi- 
figures de grandeur naturelle'. The Annales du Salon de 
Gand similarly wrote at the time that among the historical 
works in the exhibition was a painting by Mr. Dubois- 
Drahonet: 'Une offrande à la Vierge'. 

A year later, in 1824, the same painting was exhibited at 
the Paris Salon. The artwork was described as 'Une octo- 
génaire conduit ses enfants à une madone' or 'Octogénaire 
conduisant ses enfants à une madone pour lui offrir des 
fleurs'. Auguste Jal (1795-1873), a French art critic, noted 
in ‘L'Artiste et le Philosophe, entretiens critiques sur le 
Salon de 1824', that Mr. Dubois-Drahonet of Versailles, had 
made a name for himself with good works over the past 
decade and that he had once again upheld his reputation. 
According to Jal, Dubois-Drahonet deserved full credit for 
his study of an old woman (octogénaire, no. 538), which 
was both well painted and highly expressive. However, Jal 
describes Dubois-Drahonet's work as a study (étude) while 
the work was presented as a painting (tableau). 


The Paris Salon did not close its doors until late January 
1825, but Dubois-Drahonet's work was already on display 
at the Brussels Salon in late 1824. Indeed, from October 
15 to November 1, 1824, it was included in this exhibition 
as 'Des enfants conduits par une vieille femme vont offrir 
des fleurs à la vierge'. Dubois-Drahonet must therefore 
have removed the painting earlier or replaced it with 
another work.

After Brussels, every trace of this painting was lost until 
July 1827. The framer Perreau (23 rue de la Michodière, 
Paris) then prepared a document 'Mémoire de bordures 
fournies à Madame la duchesse de Berry'. This docu- 
ment stated: ‘une bordure en 7 pouces de profilé riche, 
épaisseur dorée, 5 baguettes, partant 17 p. 7 pouces à 

10 francs le pied : 175 francs. (Pour l'offrande à ..., M. 
Dubois)'. The attribution to the art collection of the Duchess 
of Berry is also further confirmed by the publication of 
Féréol Bonnemaison (1766-1827), Galerie de Son Altesse 
Royale Madame la duchesse de Berry. This volume also 
shows an engraving by Pierre-Louis Grévedon (1776-1860) 
(ill. 1). 


Une offrande à la Vierge shows several similarities to the 
work of portrait painter Frangois-Joseph Navez (1787- 
1869). Especially in the contrast between the youth and 
the wrinkled older lady, and the headgear, a kind of scarf 
draped like a turban. Also, the direct gaze of this character 
on the viewer is a recurring characteristic of the painter. 


If the facial features of the two children are compared 
with those of the portrait of Alexandre Lefuel with his two 
children (1822), there is a strong resemblance in the girls: 
a broad forehead, a straight nose, pink lips, an oval face 
and blond hair. On the other hand, it is more difficult to 
compare the facial features of the boys, no doubt due to 
the onset of puberty between the two portraits.

The author of the iconic Schilder-Boeck (1604), Karel van Mander was lauded as a painter in equal 
measure. In 1548, he was born in the Flemish village of Meulebeke. He received his first education 
in Ghent, Tielt and Tournai. In 1574 he went to Italy where he met, among others, Bartholomeus 
Spranger (1546-1611) who invited him to Prague to work on the triumphal arch for the Joyous 
Entry of Rudolf Il (1552-1612). 


After some wanderings in Flanders, he moves in 1583 to Haarlem where he will live for 20 years. 
There he became friends with Hendrick Goltzius (1558-1617) and Cornelis van Haarlem (1562- 
1638) who also shared a great enthusiasm for Spranger's work. 


The colourful clothing, complex composition of the figures and great attention to the landscape in 
the background are characteristic of Mannerism. Although Van Mander often elaborates the figures 
in slightly more detail, these are fairly sketchy figures, typical for his style.

expense of the highest bidder. The resale is done by the 
judicial officer already requested, under the same conditi- 
ons of sale. The failing purchaser shall pay the difference 
between the purchase price and the resale price, without 
being able to claim the balance between the purchase 
price and the resale price in case the resale price exceeds 
he purchase price.
